"The statement of Mr. Sixto Lopez, 


aecretary of the Philippine commission, 
as to its efforts to obtain a hearing from 
the treaty eonmission, is to the effect 
that Senor Acancillo called repeatedly 
upon Senator Daris, to whom he bad 
received a letter of introduction, ask- 
ing the senator to assure him a hearing 
before the treaty commissioners. Mr. 
'Lopez say* that the senator made no 
suggestion that a written request be 
made to th* commission, but stated that 
he himself would present Mr. Agon- 
cillo's request for a hearing. 


"May I now enquire whether Senator

In the MUBO manner, at dinner, the soup 


is almost fararUbly followed by one or 
two entrees. In th« more ambitious 
means tfevse may oeasfft of fish or poul- 
try, or eren or mMrfi, prepared in cro- 
i 


quettes or rnaolei, or vol-au-vent. If there 
are two entrees, the vegetable will come 
second. But whin, as i* the case at many 
tables, there Is only one entree, this ia 
nearly always a vegetable and is served 
directly after the tonp. 


It must be borne in mind that the old 


fashioned custom which prevailed so gen- • 
erally some years ago in America, and is i 
still to be found In certain places, of 
serTing a number of vegetables with 
the principal meat diih it not followed 
on the continent. la England it is not 
unusual to sea half a dozen dishes of 
vegetables appear with the roast. There j 
they hare even less idea of variety than is i 
common with us, for precisely the same ' 
vegetables are offered day after day until ; 
one grows weary of the very sight of them. 
This, of course, is not the case among 
those people who bare made a etudy of 
dinner giving and have grafted French 
customs on the British stock. 


On the continent, however, things are 


done in a different fashion. At a simple 
dinner, containing, Ice us say. five courses, 
the first will bo soup, the second a vegeta- 
ble entree, the third meat of gome kind, 
with one, or at the most two, vegetables, 
and? one of them rarely fails to be a salad. 
Then comes a sweet, and after it fruit or 
cheese. The vegetable that appears as an 
entree need not of necessity be costly or 
unusual. Perhaps it is only a cauliflower, 
served with a good white sauce, or spin- 
ach, not cooked as we see it here—the 
items and loaves coarsoiy chopped—but 
minced to » powder and than puts through 
a colander, EC that it is d«licioualy smooth 
and soft before it ia dreiged with butter 
or cream and surrounded with three cor- 
nered bits of toast or friend bread, or the 
entree may b* nothing more elegant than 
white turnips or young carrots cut into 
small pieces, stewed tender and served 
with * cream sauce, or celery divided into 
three ineh l«ngthi, fried brown and sea- 
soned with a tomato envy. The name of

GLASS OWNED DY A 


WASHINGTON MAN. 


••veral W«ll Known Persons Have 


Seen P«rt«nt**» Pleiwree Reflected 


• In It" Oral Svrlnce, Although It 
| Will Not Work For All. 


WbllsaUof u» bavo heard in early child- 


hood of the teles of magtoal mirrors, in 
which impassible beroeg ww impossible 
heroines ia danger, fmu which said heroes 
pro«e*d«d to iwwwe the fair maidens, yet 
•uch thingi have b**n rvlegated by most 
of ui to the region of tk« imagination. We 
regard iu«h tkiBgs as baing outaido of the 
real werU of today and belonging to the 
region of myth and fable. Yet, in spite 
of our v*M»ic niaoteanth century, it is 
neverth«i*i§ a fsefc that a Washington gen- 
tleman is the possessor of an article which 
might k« elauod as appropriately belong- 
ing to the time of Aladdin and the won- 
dorful lamp. 
Tkii strange acquisition is a mirror 


which rame frem India, and in which one 
can se« the event* which the future will 
bring forth. Tkafc such ii its power is at- 
tested by sorae of th» beat known gentle- 
men of the city, who, for obvioug reasons, 
do not wlsk their name* to be mentioned. 


This mirror cam a into the possession 


first of a Washington lady who was trav- 
eling ialBdia, and, being interested in the 
religion of tk« country, took a trip to the 
famous twupla of Alora, which iiea in a 
rocky side ot the foothills of the Himalaya 
mountains. This tesnplo is now but a ruin 
of jagged rocks, jutting out harshly into 
'the seft greensward that rolls smoothly 
down iato the vaU«y below. Above tower 
t-he vast Mountains with their glittering 
oaps of BHOW looking down on the peace- 
ful tropical scene \rhoro for ages the 
fol- 


lowers of Erahrca have performed thoir 
sacred rites. 
Ilia ruins of the temple stand open to 


the weather, and us ancient glory, which 
shone ia sueh splendor before the English 
came to India, is now diminished. But a 
email band of Brahman monks still kept 
the sacred secrets and ceremonies alive. 
Few Europaans over peneirate this section 
of the mountains, but the Washington 
lady mounted and visited the monastery. 
While there she managed to secure posses- 
sion of one o£ the mirrors made by the 
monks and reputed to possess wonderful 
properties. 


The lady brought the mirror with her 


on her return to town, and at her death it 
came into the possession of Mr. Lo-wder- 
jnilk. From film it was bought by a gen- 
tleman who takes great interest in such 
matters, but who would not like the fact 
of the existence of the mirror in his house 
to be known, as it would attract thou- 
sands of seekers after the curious. After 
paying quite a large cum for the glass the 
mirror was brought home and put to the 
test.The mirror is oval In shape, about a foot 
long and is surrounded by a wooden 
frame two inches in width and painted a 
dark green. The back of the glass is coat- 
ed with asphaltum and then covered with 
dark linen, so that the whole has the ap- 
pearance of a lustrous opal. The method 
of use is by sitting with the mirror in 
one's lap and holding the glass so that 
there is no reflection of other objects shin- 
Ing on the surface of the glass. If the test 
Is a success, there will appear in about a 
quarter of an hour a thin, cloudy mist, 
which will slowly float over the surface, 
and then the images of future events will 
ibe mirrored in the seemingly fathomless 
depth of the dark glass. 
. The gentleman who owns the mirror 
'has never been himself successful in see- 
ing anything, but. a friend of his, a promi- 
nent judge and a thirty-third degree 
(Mason, had a remarkable experience. He 
placed the mirror ia bis btp, and, after 
half an hoar, s> mtit Hatted ever the sur- 
face; tb«n ha saw reflected in the glass a 
picture of a coffin, within which was the 
'«till, whita faw of a dead man. At first 
{glance the featotM seemed those of the 
Igazer, but on looking closely it was seen 
[that they represented exactly tba brother 
jof the gentleman—a nan then in perfect 
(health. In a second the picture shifted, 
lend another 4aee—that of a friend—ap- 
peared within the sides of the coffin. The 
gentleman ia two weeks afterward lost 
his brother, and in a short while his 
friend, whota face he had also seen, passed 
to another world. 


A sen of the owner was one evening 


looking iBto the mirror, when he saw 
within a picture of a house in flames. 
There wen the servants leaping from the 
uorehes, then returning to drag out the 
iuruiture. The glare shone around on a 
yard which th« gaaer recognized as that of 
bis own farmhouse down the Potomac. 
By the mail two days afterward he re- 
ceived from his housekeeper an account of 
a fire which had destroyed his home, and 
the description tallied exactly with the 
picture seen In tte mirror. 


Another wan, a gentleman employed in 


ithe bureau of etkatlogy and well known 
ks a scientist and linguist, has also seen 
inany pictures in the mirror—pictures of 
•vent* In his life which were afterward 
{realized in the letter. 


By a stmdeot of oecultiam the following 


direcfcteM w«n given in a treatise on that 
•ubjeet, whiefc dealt with the methods em- 
ployed in iMfctag sneh mirrors: The ma- 
terials used are one glass, 6H inches by 
8% Inches, free tram law* and concave in 
shape; a snail araennt of turpentine as- 
iphaltnm, a pint of spirits of turpentine, a 
•mall hairbrush, a box in which to case 
ithe mirror, and a half a yard of new cloth. 
i The glass is placed in a clean, light and 
iairy room, the materials washed perfectly 
clean; then the brush and the glass are 
•wiped over with turpentine. Afterward 
the back of the glass is coated smoothly 
With a thin varaish of the asphaltum and 
left to dry, the operation being repeated 
lor the two following days. At the end of 
(that time the mirror is magnetized by 
'placing the hands above it and slowly 
waving then*'to and fro, so that tho ani- 
&nal magnetic fared may be well absorbed 
by the aspbslCam. The asphaltum ia t-he 
Ibest known material for absorption of tho 
aura of tho human body, and this is the 
reason foritenso. The test should be made 
also in a cleaa, airy chamber when alone 
and wV«n the mind is composed, and by 
perseverance tho inquirer is sure to be re- 
warded—so say tho books on magic.—

CUBA'S IIDPROVKD ATTITUDE 


Cuba seems to be experiencing the 


dawn of reason. 
The conservatives 


were victorious in the constitutional 
convention Thursday and referred the 
United States amendment to a com- 
mittee. This committee is to report to 
the convention on the United States' 
demands. A week ago a majority 'of 
the convention inclined to the opinion 
that the delegates bad nothing to d'o 
with Cuba's relations with the United 
States, that their business was con- 
fined to passing the fundamental in- 
strument of the future republic's govern 
meat. Thursday a different opinion 
seemed to revail. It was recalled that 
the. call for the convention included the 
matter of relations with the United 
States, and, therefore, it was held that 
the delegates had full power in the 
premises. 


The signs are encouraging. The first 


bitterness has passed away and the 
convention is almost certain to corres- 
pond with the Washington government 
when a complete understanding1 wUl 
trcirely be reached.

The cloud in Chinese skies at orea- 
ent ts Russia, Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan are opposed to Rus- 
sia's attitude. 


Lonte ago Russia set herself down in 


the rich province of Manchuria and she 
}s there today, showing no signs of get- 
ting out or wanting to get out. Re- 
cently China made a secret agreement 
With Russia regarding Manchuria by 
Which Russian authority was to super- 
sede Chinese authority In the province 
and the province became in fact, though 
rtot in name, a Russian 
possession. 


Russia made professions then, as she 
had often done before, and has done 
since, that she had no designs on 
Manchuria arid that as soon as China 
was prepared to govern the. province 
•with security to persons and property 
Russia was prepared to withdraw her 
troops.

the secret understanding with Russia 
was made about the time Russia with- 
drew her troops from Pekin and when 
China was endeavoring to break the 
concert of the powers.

The develonnent of the hotel bus ness 
in North Adams has been the surprise 
of all, and there is even more reason to 
believe that there will be an equally 
surprising development of the theat- 
rical business. There is general hope 
that nothing will prevent the building 
of the propo&.d Hoiden street house.

DOINGS OF THE LEGISLATIVE 


Berkshire Tax Resolve. Bill to Make 


Sunday Fishing Legal 


In the legislature yesterday a resolve 


was reported granting county taxes 
for Berkshire, as follows: Interest on 
county debt, $41uO; reduction of county 
debt,$10.000; for s. laries, $12,000; cleri- 
cal assistance, $4000; district and police 
c'ourts, $19,oOO; salaries of jailers and 
assistants and support of prisoners, 
$27,000; criminal costs, $6000; civil ex- 
penses in superior ana supreme courts, 
$4200 trial Justices, $100; transportation 
'of county commissioners, §iuu; medical 
examiners, inquests and commitments 
of insane, $2000; auditors, masters and 
referees, $1400; improving county build- 
ings, $5500; supplies in county build- 
ings, except jails, 
$4000; 
highways 


bridges and 
land damages, 
$17,000; 


truant schools, $1000; miscellaneous ex- 
pens'es $1000; care of Greylock state 
reservation,' $1500. 


The committee on fish and g-ame re- 


ported a bill to repeal the law against 
fishing on Sunday and to add a provi- 
sion that "whoever fishes for trout in 
any public or nioiv-pirotected brook, 
stream or pond on the Lord's day, shall 
forfeit $10 for each offense." Favorable 
action on this bill will cause some sur- 
prise among local sportsmen. 


The committee of conference on the 


reference of the bill to extend to the 
soldiers of the Spanish war the vet- 
erans' exemption act, reported, by Mr. 
Hagberg of vVorcester, that it c'ould 
not agree. The report went into Mon- 
day's orders. Unless the bill is referred 
to some committee it must fail. 


Reference to the next legislature was 


reported by the liquor law committee 
on the petition for a new class of liquor 
licenses to be known as a restaurant 
license. 


The education committee reported a 


bill to 'extend the time of taking the 
school census from October 1 to No- 
vember 15. 


Without debate, the house rejected 


the bill to permit the establishment of 
a pension system for public employ- 
es who retire on account of age.

THb SP&ED OF BIRDS. 


It !• Net Wcurlr Bo Great •• Hue Been 


Generally Ancntued. 


If you coisult the usually accepted au 


thoritieg on the speed of birds in theii 
flight, you are likely to be misled by ai 
exaggeration of from 100 to 300 per cent 
This U because figures have been givei. 
on hearsay, appearance and very superfi 
cial observation. But recently American 
English and French observers hare beei 
comparing notes and are 
practically 


agreed, after most careful calculation, 
on the speed of the best known bird*. 


They started with the carrier pigeon 


and have made him a base of compari- 
son. 
He has heretofore been credited 


with 110 miles au hour, but it is now 
agreed that he is entitled to 50. A quite 
recent long distance, carefully conducted 
test of 592 miles, from the Shetland is- 
lands to London, showed that the most 
rapid pigeons made 37 miles au hour. 
On shorter distances none made more 
than 50 miles. 


Because frigate birds have been seen 


far from land and have been supposed 
not to fly by night or to rest on the water 
they have been credited with a speed of 
from 150 to 200 miles an hour. If they 
did fly at that speed, they would have to 
overcome an atmospheric pressure of 
from 112 to 130 pounds to the square 
foot of flying surface. There is co cer- 
tainty that they fly more rapidly than a 
passenger pigeon or that they do not fly 
at night or do not sleep on the water. 


The swallow, that is indeed a rapid 


flier, has been credited with 180 miles 
an hour, but he must be cqt down to 65 
miles, and the marten is fire miles behind 
him, 
though authorities have placed him 


ten miles ahead. 


The teal duck is brought down from 


140 to 50 miles an hour. The mallard is 
five miles slower and flies the same as the 
canv&sback, while both of these are five 
miles an boor ahead of the wild goose nnd 
eider duck. 


The pheasant makes 88 miles an hour, 


which is three miles ahead of the prairie 
chicken an/1 quail, though the latter ap- 
pears to fly much faster on account nf 
his temporary burst of speed that seldois 
exceeds 200 feet. The crow flies 25 mil^r 
an hour. 


Small birds appear to fly more rapidly 


than the large ones and have deceived 
many observers. The humming bird does 
not fly as fast as many awkward appear- 
ing, 
very much larger, slow flopping 


birds.-^Chicago Times-Herald.

202 
clubs from 17 states and the District of 
Columbia were represented. The col- 
lege baseball associations were started 
about 1862 or 1863. Amateur baseball 
throughout the Union was at its height 
In the years 18f>5. 1866 and 1867. Pro- 
fessional baseball was recognized in 
1S6S, and the first games were played

Harvey L. Hicks delivered an esoec- 


ially well written cration on "Our debt 
to Hamilton." He described Hamiltonrs

work which was cut all too short. 


Miss Ellen A- Cutting, winner of the 


first prise for girls, made a most pleas- 
ing impression with an essay on "A 
good word for winter."
